peace ground. 
They affirm that the

.dented bloodshed, shall be preserved 
with all its integrity within each of 
the countries with no regard for little 
and oppressed nationaltios.

For International Fund. 


•'Regarding 
compensation for

Russian chairman said ..it might be

Ho insist- 


ed that an international fund bo used 
to pay damages against private per- 
sons. 
Ho had no objection to Ger- 


many's request that her' colonies be 
evacuated l<y entente troops. 


Ruosia's delegation, he stated in con- 


clusion, notwithstanding differences of 
opinion, thought that the Gorman dec- 
laration that Germany has no aggres- 
sive plans offered tho possibility of the 
immediate beginning of negotiations 
for a general peace among a!l bellig- 
erents. 
Ho proposed a ten days' re- 


cess until Jan. 4, "so that the peoples 
whose governments have not yet join- 
ed in tho- negotiations for a general 
peace raay huve an opportunity to ac- 
quaint thcnsolves with tho principles 
of such a poaco as now is being estab- 
lished."

"By the President of the United 


States of America. 


"A Proclamation.

"Whersas tho congress of the 


United State*, in tlsf exercise of 
the constitutional authority vested' 
in them, by joint resolution of the . 
house ••>' representatives and sen-, 
ate, bearing date April 6, 1917, re"- 
solvcd: 


"That tho state of war between 


the United States and thu imperial 
Gorman 
government 
which has 


thus been thrust upon tho United 
States is hereby formally declar- 
ed; and that the president be, and 
ho is hereby, authorized and di- 
rected to employ tho entire naval 
and military forces of tho United 
States and tho resources of the - 
government * to 
carry 
on 
war 


against thu imperial German gov- 
ernment; lind to bring the conflict^ 
to a successful termination all of 
the resources of tho country are 
hereby pledged by the .congress of 
tho United States.

.. "And by joint resolution Bearing 


date of December 7, 1917, resolved: 


"That a state of war is1 hereby 


declared 
to 
exist 
between tho 


Unitod States of America and the 


• imperial and royal AustrorHungar- 


ian government; and that the pre- 
sident be, and ho is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to employ the 
entire naval and military forces of 
the United States and tho resour- 
ces of tho government to carry on 
war against the imperial and roynl 
Austro-Hungarinn government; and 
to bring the conflict to a success- 
ful termination all of the resources 
of the country are hereby pledged 
by tho congress 
of the

"And whereas it is provided by 


section one of the act approved 
August 29, 1916, 'An act making ap- 
propriations for tho support of the 
army for tho' fiscal year ending 
June SO, 1917, and for other pur- 
poses, as follows: 


"Tho 'president, in time of war, 


is empowered, through tho secre- 
tary of war, to tako possession 
and assume control of any system 
or system? of transportation, or 
any part thereof, and to utilize 
tho same, to the exclusion as far 
as may bo noccsaary of all other 
traffic thereon, for the transfer or 
transportation of troops, war ma- 
terial and equipment or for such 
other purposes connected with the 
emergency as may bo needful or 
desirable. 


"And whereas, it has now be- 


come necessary'in the national de- 
fense to tako possession and as- 
sume control of certain systems of 
transportation and to utilize the 
same to thu exclusion as far as 
may bo necessary ,-of other than 
war traffic thereon, for tho trans- 
portation of troops,' war material 
and equipment therefor, and for 
othor needful and desirablo "pur- 
poses connected with tho prosecu- 
tion of the war: 


"Now,

Wilson, president of tho United 
States, uiidur and by virtue of tho

States and consisting of railroads, 
and owned and controlled systems 
of coastwise 'and inland transpor- 
tation, engaged in general trans- 
portation, whether

tions, sleeping 
and parlor cars, 


private cars and .private car lines, 
elevators, warehouses, 
telegraph 


and telephone lines and all other 
equipment nnd other nppiirtenan- 
cos commoriy used upon or ope- 
rated as a part of such rail or 
combined mil and water systems • 
of transportation:—to the end that 
such systems of transportation be 
utilized for the transfer and trans- 
portation of troops, war material 
and equipment, to the exclusion

other traffic thereon: and that so 
far as such exclusive use be not 
nooessary or desirable, such sys- 
ce™« of transportation be operated 
and, utilized, in tho performance 
of such other sendees as the na- 
tional interest may require and of 
tho usual and ordinary business 
and duties of common carriers. 


"It is hereby directed that the 


possession, control, operation and 
utilisation of such transportation 
systems hereby of me undertaken 
shall be exercised by and through 
William G. McAdoo, who is here- 
by appointed and designated di- 
rector general of railroads. Said 
director may perform the duties 
imposed upon him, so long and to 
such erctont as he "shall determine, 
through the boards 
of directors,

"Exactly six," answered Stallings. 
In 189G eighty-three men out of 256 


who wore Xational league uniforms 
batted .300 or beyond. Twenty-one 
years later — In 1917 — just sbc men out 
of nearly 400 tyho cavorted on Xational 
league lots broke into the .300 list. 
"What's the answer?" was the next 
question put to Mm. 


Blames Foul Strike Rule. 


"There are a number of reasons," he 


replied. 
"One of the most important 


is the foal-strike rule, which wasn't in 
existence in 1896. • The second reason 
is the baffling spitball. 
Furthermore, 


the horsehide twenty-one, years ago 
carried a 'very high polish. That made 
it difficult for a pitcher 'to handle a 
new ball. 
The shine was abolished 


some years ago and it is much easier 
for a pitcher to control the ball now 
than it was in the gloss covered days. 


"But the1 most important reason ^of 


all, in my opinion, is that .pitchers of 
today are smarter than those of twen- 
ty-one years ago. They 
use- their 


heads as well as their arms. 
In 189G 


most twirlers used only their -arms. 
Their sole aim was to try to throw the 
ball past the batter. 
It failed, as the 


batting averages of '1896 will show. In 
those days only a few pitchers made a 
study of the strength and the weak- 
nesses -of the various batters. Change

was 
practically unknown. 


Pitchers didn't -try to work on the 
weaknesses of the hitters. 
They just 


put- all the speed they had into the 
heave and took a chance. . , 


Pitchers Now Use Brains. 


'•But in the present era a pitcher's 


arm isn't his whole asset. 
Christy 


Mathewson was a star long after his 
arm went back. 
He used his brain. 


Eddie Cicotte hasn't a 
wonderfully 


powerful wing— but he has brajps, and 
uses 
them. 
The 
moundsmon who 


reaches the crest of the pitching head 
»nd stays there longest is the one 
n-ho has brains, who studies each and 
every batter, uses strategy and plays 
on the weakness of .the batter." 


Only once since* 1906 has a Xational 


league batsman reached the .350 murk, 
That ^-as in 1913, when Jake Qaubert 
of the Dodgers just reached that fig- 
ure, and, of course, was the leader of 
the older circuit. 
But in 1896 two 


National leaguers went beyond .400. 
while thirteen ' hit better than .350. 
What a form reversal! 
It was in that 


year that Willie .Keeler, of "hit 'em 
where they ain't" fame, amassed the 
mightiest swatting record of his ca- 
reer. 
He/ figured "in 128 games that 


year, went to bat 562 times, scored 147' 
runs and cracked out 2-13 hits for an 
average of .432.
